Nazis High in Hitler's Counsels 
Reported on Mysterious Plane 


LONDON, Sept. 4.—(#)—Ger- 
man press and radio erupted vio- 
lently today in blaring pronuncia-

Leopold 


NEW YORK, Sept. 
King. Leopold III of the Belgians, 
who remained a virtual prisoner 
of the Nazis after his surrender to 
{ the Germans on May 28, 1940, was 

not in Belgium to receive the ben- 

efit of the Allied liberation of his 
nation, it was revealed in official 
Belgian circles today. 

The Belgian information service 
stated that, according to. last word 
received of the monarch’s where- 
abouts. He had been removed to 
Germany as the’ Allies raced 
through France and is supposed 
to be living under Nazi guard in a 
Bavarian castle. 

The 42-year-old monarch, who 
took as his second wife the beau- 
tiful daughter of a Belgian com- 


of his country, has been the cen- 
ter of considerable controversy in 
Belgian political circles. 

He has been both bitterly con- 
demned and heatedly upheld for 
his surrender of Belgium to the 
Nazis after 18 days of Hitler’s 
blitzkrieg had redueed the Belgian 
fortresses. and crippled its tiny 
army. 

He was denounced by some Bel- 
gians for refusing to flee with his 
cabinet to France after Belgian re- 
sistance collapsed. Later, he was 
denounced all over again for hav- 
ing taken a new wife at a period 
when ‘his nation was in virtual 
mourning over ite defeat. . 

Time, however, has healed many 
of these wounds and only a few 
months ago Premier Hubert Pier- 
lot, of the Belgian government in 
exile, announced in London that 
his cabinet remained loyal to Leo- 
pold and would welcome him back 
to his throne as soon as Belgium 
was liberated.

Autonomy Bill 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt today urged 
house passage of legislation to 
give the people of Puerto Rico a 
greater degree of self-government, 
including the right to elect their 
own chief executive. 

The President sent a' letter to 
Chairman’ Bell, Democrat, Mis- 
souri,: of the House Insular Com- 
mittee, in which he said: 

“The Puerto Ricans have long 
since reached political maturity. 
Under our traditional policy and 
practice they are entitled to go be- 
= yond the rudiments of democracy 
= | that they now have. 

“The passage of this bill (S. 
1407) is advocated by all of the 
political parties in Puerto Rico, It 
has met with almost unanimous 
approval ig the island and among 
students of Puerto Rican affairs on 
the continent. 

“I strongly recommend the pass- 
age of this legislation, and I hope 
that the House Insular Affairs 
Committee will find it impossible 
to give early and favorable consid- 
eration to it.”

Peace Needs 
A Good Stout Sword 


It is too bad that peace so long has been rep- 
resented by a gentle dove. It-has, I think, con- 
tributed to our national thinking. Once a war is 

over, we think of a dove. What we have got to think of is that 
peace also must have a sword. 

I was impressed on reading the address of Pope Pius on the fifth 
anniversary of the present World War. He discussed the forthcoming 
peace with great clarity and wisdom. It was an important statement 
in many ways. What the Pope did was to throw his great influence 
behind a world organization in which force will be used to prevent 
future wars. He said: 

“The sword can, and sometimes, alas, must open the way to 
peace. The shadow of the sword may be cast also over the transi- 
tion from the cessation of hostilities to the formal conclusion of 
peace. The threat of the sword may appear inevitable even after 
the conclusion of peace, in order to safeguard within legally neces- 
sary and morally justified limits the observance of just obligations 
and prevent attempts at new conflicts.” 

That is a conviction which has taken hold of the minds of most 
men and women in this country—some sort of organization must pre- 
vent an aggressor nation from plunging the whole world into war. 

It is important to this country, in the moment of victory, to think 
back and weigh what happened. None has done this better than 
Gen. Marshall, chief of staff. 


: We have done an amazing job in this war. 

The Next Time The accomplishments of labor, as celebrated 
esterday on Labor Day, were great. No one approves strikes. 
et, without at all excusing or condoning strikes, it is but fair to 
point out that strikes have not created any shortages in our weapons 
of war. Gen. Pershing, a severe critic, has commented on the great 


‘accomplishment of supply, dwarfing our first World War production. 


We have done a great job because we willed to do it and also 
because we had time to do it. We cannot, in our thinking, lose 
sight of the fact that our Allies gave us time to get started at 
this job. 

There is none who can say we would have had that necessary 
time should another war come upon us. Not until this war is won 
and all the story told, will we know how desperate was our position 
when war came upon us. We have gone to no foreign wars. This 
was a war that came to us by an attack on us. The fact that we 
had had enough time to get our machine and tools started; the fact 
that we had had time in which to initiate and stabilize selective 
service, helped us to do the job we have done and are doing. 

We were, in a sense, lucky. We might not be so fortunate next 
time. 

At any rate, we cannot afford to depend on luck. 

Our chief of staff, Gen. Marshall, who has dem- 
Gen. Marshall onstrated a genius for staff work in a war 
which girdles the globe, has discussed his fdeas for the ~postwar 
world, 

He proposes no great standing army and he opposes the creation 
of a military caste. He knows this country does not wish it. What 
he proposes is practical and entirely common sense. 

Gen. Marshall would develop a small professional Army. He 


does not say how many, but it is reported he favors an Army of, 


about 800,000 men. He would have this Army supplied with citizen 
reserves trained through universal service. He would see to it that 
leadership was not confined to a special class. He points out that 
in any war a great part of the leadership must come from civilian 
ranks. 

Surely this country will not again listen to arguments against 
universal military training. Looking back at our pacifism of the 
‘twenties we may see that it has its tragic failures and supplied 
no answer at all. 

We will need real military training and not any summer camp 
idea at which both boys and girls went through some sort of 


theoretical training. 


\, The fathers and mothers of this country know that a man well 
tra for war has a better chance of coming back.

F orce Violators of the law do not fear a policeman’s gun so 
much as they fear the order of things behind the policeman—the 
courts and the opinion of the community. 

All our swords and guns will not insure a world peace unless 
it is a just peace. All our planes and tanks cannot keep the peace 
of the future unless it is just and true. 

Pope Pius said of this peace that it must have a justice which 
“with impartial measure, gives to each what is owing to him 
and exacts from each what he owes, a justice which does not give 
all things to all, but to all gives love and does nobody wrong, a 
justice which is the child of truth and the mother of healthy free- 
dom and sure greatness.” 

_ That, I think, is true. Certainly the two comments, one by Pope 
Pius and the other by Gen. Marshall, are wise and commend them- 
selves to us for action.

No Need To Worry, 
The Announcer Erred

A few nights ago a radio announcer made a 

statement which, at first hearing, sounded some- 

what ridiculous. A moment’s thought convinced 

that, while the statement was ridiculous, it must be the announcer 

who erred. So worry faded. Announcers are wrong, not infre- 
quently, you know. 

This fellow was talking about Thanksgiving. He said the 
Army and Navy had purchased 1,000,000 pounds of turkey and 
would see to it that every man and woman in uniform, in this 
country and overseas, had a turkey dinner on Thanksgiving Day. 

Let us hope they do, with as few exceptions as possible. Let 
us, also, hope that the Army and Navy have more than the 1,000,- 
000 pounds stated. For, according to the number of men and 
women now wearing the uniforms of ‘tthe fighting services of the 
United States, that amount would divide up into about one ounce 
of turkey per individual. Which is not much to put on a hungry 
guy's plate on Thanksgiving Day. 


Why. Robot Bombing? Somebody was asking, the other 


day, why do the Germans send their 
flying bombs over England when the result is nothing but a lot 
of slain civilians and smashed civilian property? Why do they 
persist in this senseless killing when it cannot affect the outcome 
of the war, cannot avert the rapidly approaching German capitula- 
tion? When it has no military value whatsoever? 

Well, Germans, particularly the German staff, don’t think like 
normal human beings. They probably believed, when they started 
the robot bombing, it would afféct the progress of the fighting. 
They probably thought that, in anxiety to end the slaughter of 
the innocents in London, the Allied forces in France would disrupt 
their entire plan of campaign in order to capture the robot launch- 
ing areas as fast as possible. 

They don’t understand normal, straight-thinking human beings. 
They didn’t dream the civilians of London and the south of Eng- 
land would tell their fighting men, “go on with your campaign as 
planned—we can take it.” 

Of course, there is the excuse, the robot bombings provide, for 
lies to uphold the fading morale of the German people. The Nazi 
propaganda machine can tell the deluded Germans extravagant 
fantasies about how they will win the war. by use of the robots. 


‘ But there is another, a far more impor- 
The Real Reason tant—to the German staff way of think- 


ing—reason for the robot bombing. It is quite in line with their 
barbaric psychology. 

Simply, they are already beginning to fight the next world war, 
which they feel sure they can begin in another 25 or 50 years. They 
are today planning and scheming and fighting this war, even as 
the present war is not yet over. 

Simply, brutishly, the German staff calculates that every time 
they kill an Englishman or an Englishwoman, by whatever means 
and regardless of that victim's role in life, they are, by so much, 
weakening England in preparation for the new attack on civiliza- 
tion they plan. 

It is the same utterly inhuman seasoning which has instigated 
most of the German slaughter of “hostages” and others in the 
occupied countries. When they killed tens of thousands of old 
men and women and babies in that fearful, rotten slaughter canip 
in Poland—of which you’ve read—they did so, basically, to reduce 
the human resources of a country which they expect to be fight- 
ing again, some day. 


Labor Slaves The Germans have transported millions of un- 
' willing workers out of the occupied countries, 
into the Reich. They have been put to work in the fields and in 
constructing concrete and steel] fortifications, and in the war fac- 
tories. Some, even, have been forced into the German army. 

They don’t make good soldiers, these wretched conscripts driven 
to death on behalf of the enemy they hate. Nor do they make 
good workers. 

But how many, do you believe, of these millions of enforced 
deportees will ever return to their home countries? Don’t you 
know, unless the Allies, the Russians, and the fighting forces of the 
underground, get into Germany so fast the Nazis won’t have time 
to carry out their plans, there will be wholesale slaughter of these 
men and women of other nations for the sole purpose of weakening 
those nations in preparation for the next war? 

Think of these things and then say whether you, as an Ameri- 
can, will permit any politician or crazy isolationist to stand in the 
way of, or weaken by one iota, an international organization 
capable of, and prepared to, enforcé world peace,

A young man in the Air Corps 
recently said to an interviewer: 
“I grew up during the depression. 
Times were tough and jobs hard 
to get, and we had to accept re 
lief. Dad and mother used to talk 
a lot about the boom days before 
the depression when they were sit- 
ting pretty. They weren’t rich, but 
they had security. My wife and I 
talk about that and wonder what 
it was like. Our parents and grand- 
parents had something that doesn’t 
seem to exist any more. They were 
safe. They didn’t have to worry, 
or dread what was coming next. 
What I can’t understand is what 
happened to make things change.” 

They didn’t change, young man. 
Somebody has been fooling you. 
The security your parents and 
grandparents had in the mythical 
good old days was only a state of 
mind. They felt secure. 

If they and other people had 
lost faith in the banks and started 
a run, every bank would have 
closed its doors and _ depositors 
would have been ruined. If they 
and other people had lost faith in 
the country and had _ suddenly 
stopped buying and begun to 
hoard their money, business 
houses would have gone bankrupt, 
factories would have closed, and 
everybody would have heen job- 
less. 

Your parents and grandparents 
were secure only because they felt 
secure. They were never more 
than a few weeks or a few months 
from hunger; next week’s food de- 
pended on next week’s wages. And 
even though they felt safe, they 
lived among people who were en- 
slaved by debt or impoverishsd 
by sickness and never free of 
fear and dread. 

Never since our race began has 
life been secure. Like the wild 
creatures, we can live only so long 
as we get out and hustle. Life is 
uncertain and dangerous, and it 
never has been otherwise. 

The rich are secure—unless a 
dictator or a mob seizes their 
wealth, or taxes devour it. And 
those in high place are secure— 
until the people pull them down. 
But little people can be wholly 
secure only if they are spoon-fed 
by the state, and for that privilege 
they must always give up their 
freedom and obey the boss who 
feeds them. 

The free man can have security 
only while he sweats for it and 
fights for it. When he becomes a 
stall-fed ox, he is supported by 
somebody else and is no longer a 
respectable man.

Not All the Nuts

Bin A ning Post, whose brand of conservative Repub-

Now, there is one for the books! If that isn’t a case of the pot 
calling the kettle black, there probably never was one. It invites 
an interesting line of camparison.

And then wasn’t it just the other day that Smith’s America First 
party selected Gov. Bricker, of Ohio, the Republican vice presi- 
dential nominee, as its vice presidential candidate also? 

That seems to be a sufficient answer to the Saturday Evening 
Post editorial. No; not all of the nuts are congregated in the Demo- 
cratic party by any means. 

If you took all the “nuts” out of the Republican party, Dewey 
would probably fare no better than Landon did in 1936.

THe Russians have a German 
group who will help liquidate 
Naziism. But we have not. The 
reason is not that there are more 
pro-Russian Germans than pro- 
western. The reason is that the 
Russians conscio foresaw a sit- 
uation. . | , 

The situation we have met in 
France has astonished at least our 
correspondents. ‘It is a revolu- 
tionary situation. But it is an or- 
revolution, with its parti- 
sans ‘assisted by our arms, the ma- 
jority of the people with it, and 
with a personnel to conduct it. 
It is,a Sunday school picnic com- 
pared with what we will confront 
one of these days in Germany. For 
Germany is not only the most 
powerful center of Fascism, but the 
last stronghold of all the Fascists 
of Europe. And for whatever poli- 
cy we pursue—the break-up of 
Germany, the truncating of Ger- 
many, the government of Germany 
without division—for any choice, 
we shall have to have assistance.

Front Line Medics Need Recognition 


IN FRANCE.—(By Wireless)—The last time I was with the front-line medics—a bat- 
talion detachment in the Fourth Division—they showed me a piece in the Stars and Stripes 
about congress passing the new $10-a-month pay. increase for soldiers holding the combat 
infantrymen’s badge. This combat infantry badge is a proud thing, a mark of great distinc- 
tion, a sign.oh a man’s chest to show that he has been through the mill. The medical aid- 
men were feeling badly because the piece said they were not eligible for the badge. 


Their captain asked me what I 
thought, and so did some of the 
enlisted aidmen. And I could tell 
them truthfully that my feelings 
agreed with theirs. They should 
have it. And I’m sure any com- 
bat infantryman would tell you 
the same thing. 


‘Praise for the medics has been 
unanimous ever since this war 
started. -And just as proof of 
what they go through, take this 
one detachment of battalion med- 
ics that I was with. 


They were 31 men and two of- 
ficers. And in one seven-week 
period of combat in Normandy 
this summer they lost nine men 
killed ard 10 wounded. A total 
of 19 out of 33 men—a casualty 
ratio of nearly 60 per cent in sev- 
en weeks! 


As one aidman said, probably 
they have been excluded because 
they are technically noncombat- 
ants and don’t carry arms. But he 
suggested that if this was true 
ef could ‘still be given a badge 
wi some distinctive medical 
marking on it, to set them off from 
medical aidmen who don’t work 
right in the lines. ‘F 

So I wouid like to propose to 
congress or the War Department 
or whoever handles such things 
that the ruling be altered to in- 
clude medical aidmen in battalion 
detachments and on forward. 


They are the ones who wark un- 
der fire. Medics attached to regi- 
ments and: to hospitals farther 
back do wonderful work, too, of 
course, and are sometimes under 
shelifire. But they are seldom 
t out on the battlefields. So 
I think it would be fair to include 


only the medics who work from 
battalion on forward. 

I have an idea the original ruling 
was made merely through a mis- 
understanding, and that there 
tag be no objection to correct- 
ing it,

Continued From First Page 
sounds that tanks gave when they 
die.

Hook saw the point of fire there— 
a half-track up ahead and about 30 
men gathered around it. It was 
very dark. 

“Are you Americans?” he shout- 
ed, and the men looked up and 
began to scatter. “Halt! Halt!” he 
yelled. “Halt if you’re Americans 
or I'll fire!” At the same time he 
signaled his other tanks into fir- 
ing position alongside him. | 

Then they opened up, setting the 
half-track on fire first so that 
they could see by its flames. Now 
they could finish the job, getting 
the Huns in the gutters and along 
building walls and chasing two 
down a narrow street from which 
no matter how desperately the 
man ran there was no escape. 


GERMAN 88’8 WAITING 


The column picked up and 
moved on in the wake of Hook, 
who proceeded on to Recicourt 
and mbasic. He got past Dom- 
basic all right and was on the way 
to Glorieux and then was hit. 
There were German 88's there 
waiting for him. They, picked up 
the sound of him and zeroed in 
and put four shells into his tank 
before he knew they were there.

000 stationed in the rity and whole 
trainloads of panzers had come in 
just two days ago and were still 

unloading when the Americans 
rode on down past the railroad 
yards in the northwestern part of 
the town. 

The Nazis had demolition 
charges on bridges across the 
Meuse but had not wanted to blow 
them until the last minute in or- 
der to get as much away as pos- 
sible. So the Americans had to 
race for the bridges. However, the 
local French beat them to it, kill- 
ing off the demolitions before they 
could work. 

Today Verdun was crazy with 
joy. The whole town lined the 
main street before the magnificent 
memorial to the last war and 
cheered the Americans and the 
FFI and prodded the shaved and 
tormented-looking girls who had 
been living with the Germans. On 
ridges north of here, meanwhile, 
the Germans were working their 
way back along our column to hit 
at the soft, fat quartermaster parts 
of it coming down the road. 

The Nazis came down from Au- 
breville and hit again at Cler- 
mont-en-Argonne and there was
